When the 23rd Edmonton 
International Film Festival 
was in the planning 
stages, organizers had the 
strange fear of dealing 
with packed houses. 

Since last year’s festival, 
Empire City Centre 9 has 
undergone renovations 
which actually reduced the 
overall capacity of the the¬ 
atres. Fewer seats and, in 
turn, fewer ticket sales 
could have negatively im¬ 
pacted EIFF’s bottom line. 

With the festival closing 
this weekend, the final tick¬ 
et tabulation has yet to be 
calculated. But EIFF produc¬ 
er Guy Lavallee is happy to 
report that the new stadi¬ 
um-style seats are more 
comfortable, the screens 
bright and crisp, and that 
change is good. 

“Before the renovations, 
auditoriums 1 and 2 were 
massive,” he says. “Even the 
new mega-plexes only seat 
about 300 people, but the 
old Cinema 2 at Empire sat 
about 700. You’d get good 
crowds, but it was absolute¬ 
ly cavernous in there. 

“Now, it’s a little more in¬ 
timate and a much better 
feeling, I think. With the

audience closer together, 
you can really feed off that.” 

Tonight, film lovers will 
have an opportunity to get 
up close and personal with 
filmmaker Todd Berger, 
winner of the 2009 EIFF Ris¬ 
ing Star award, who will be 
here for the world premiere 
of his new movie, The Scen- 
esters. Showtime is 7:15 
p.m. 

“It’s a murder mystery 
film noir comedy,” says 
Lavallee. “Todd was here a 
couple of years ago to 
screen his documentary 
Don’t Eat the Baby: Adven¬ 
tures at Post-Katrina Mardi 
Gras. The response to it was 
really positive and he had a 
great time so we’re really 
pleased that he decided to 
let Edmonton have the pre¬ 
miere of his new film. It’s a 
real testament to our 
crowds.”

group says. 


Despite greater vacancy 
rates, rents are rising, they 
say, adding although the 
provincial government 
made a commitment to 
end homelessness in 2008, 
fewer dollars were allocat¬ 
ed for affordable housing 
in this year’s budget. 

They say mass job losses 
and a sharp increase in 
temporary foreign workers 
have forced nearly 20 per 
cent more Edmontonians 
to turn to social assistance 
and 40 per cent to the food 
bank this year. 

“The concern that we 


have is that this (recession) 
is most negatively impact¬ 
ing the most vulnerable 
Edmontonians who can 
least afford it,” Kollcman 
said. 

The findings are intend¬ 
ed for citizens, social agen¬ 
cies and levels of govern¬ 
ment to see clearly the re¬ 
ality of Edmonton’s evolv¬ 
ing demographic, he 
added.

Boy on a mission 

Youngster raises thousands for wells in Uganda

When Finn Case heard 
that some children had to 
walk hours every day just 
to get drinking water, “he 
just wouldn’t let up on it,” 
said his mother Angelique 
Case. 

In Grade 1, Finn built a 
kinetic well out of a bucket 
for a school project on 
wheels, pulleys and levers 
at the Child Study Centre 
on the University of Alber¬ 
ta campus. 

The program focus is on 
research and exploratory 
and project-based learning. 

He’d decided to fill the 
bucket with money to buy 
a real well in Uganda. 

“We have lots of water,” 
said Finn, now eight years 
old and a Grade 3 student 
at Garneau Elementary 
School. “We open a tap 
and it’s just there. They 
have to walk all day to a 
dirty pond and they can 
get sick from drinking it. 
It’s not fair.” 

Over three years, he has 


raised just over $27,000, 
enough to build a ground 
well and a 20,000-litre rain¬ 
water collection system in 
southwest Uganda. Both 
have latrines and hand¬ 
washing stations. He is 


now working on raising 
money for a third. 

“He has changed the 
lives of thousands of peo¬ 
ple,” said Angelique Case. 
“He has taught us that any¬ 
thing is possible.”

Bishop case highlights ports of entry statutes 


The arrest of a Catholic 
bishop on child-pornogra¬ 
phy charges highlights the 
power of border agents to 
see not just your passport, 
but the contents of your 
laptop computer. 

Between them, the Cana¬ 
da Border Services Agency 
and the RCMP enforce 
dozens of statutes — the 
border agency at various 
ports and crossings, the 
Mounties between ports of 
entiy. 

The Customs Act gives 
Canada's border officers 
authority to examine peo¬ 
ple's personal baggage and 
goods upon arrival to, and 
departure from, Canada, 
including scrutiny of elec¬ 
tronic devices. 


Released 

• Police say a Nova Scotia 
bishop facing child-pornog¬ 
raphy charges has been re¬ 
leased on bail in an Ottawa 
court. Earlier Thursday Ray¬ 
mond Lahey surrendered to 
police after a Canada-wide 
warrant was issued for his 
arrest. 

“Officers are trained to 
search electronic media for 
child pornography, ob¬ 
scene material and hate 
propaganda,” said Patrizia 
Giolti of the border servic¬ 
es agency. 

“They receive training to 
familiarize themselves 
with computers and other 


devices and how to quickly 
identify potential files.” 

In cases where an officer 
determines through “visu¬ 
al inspection” that an im¬ 
age is child pornography, 
the material is seized. “Law 
enforcement would then 
be contacted for the pur¬ 
poses of laying charges un¬ 
der the Criminal Code.”

Teacher 
charged with 
luring boys 

Toronto Police have 
charged a Grade 10 
teacher at a Toronto high 
school with trying to lure 
two boys under the age of 
16 over the Internet. 

Det. Bill McGarry says 
the charges relate to two 
boys who were under the 
man’s care while he was a 
volunteer counsellor at a 
Christian-based camp for 
boys and girls in Port Syd¬ 
ney. 

He says the man has 
been a counsellor at the 
Ontario Pioneer Camp 
since 1997 and mentored 
many young boys. 

Police allege the man be¬ 
friended two boys at the 
camp between July 2008 
and this past July and had 
inappropriate contact 
with them over the Inter¬ 
net. 

He says the alleged vic¬ 
tims do not live in the city 
of Toronto.

‘Evil’ captor raped Smart 
repeatedly, court hears

Wife writes to ask for forgiveness 


Taking the stand for the 
first time since she was 
snatched from her 
girlhood bedroom seven 
years ago, Elizabeth Smart 
testified Thursday that her 
captor raped her three or 
four times a day, kept her 
tied up with a cable 
around her leg, and 
threatened to kill her if 
she tried to escape. 

Asked by a prosecutor to 
describe Brian David 
Mitchell, the self-described 
prophet accused of holding 
her captive for nine 
months, Smart replied: 
“Evil, wicked, manipulative, 
stinky, slimy, greedy, self¬ 
ish, not spiritual, not reli¬ 
gious, not close to God.” 

Smart, now a 21-year-old 
college student, gave her 


horrifying account in feder¬ 
al court as part of a proceed¬ 
ing over whether Mitchell is 
mentally competent to 
stand trial. 

The 55-year-old one-time 
street preacher has been be¬ 
hind bars since 2003 — 
mostly in a state mental 
hospital — but has yet to 
stand trial. Twice he has 
been ruled mentally incom¬ 
petent in state court.

sought forgiveness for any 
pain she has caused and 
says she expects to spend 
the rest of her life in prison. 


Wanda Eileen Barzee, 63, 
however, makes just one 
reference to Smart and 
doesn’t detail the nine 
months the girl allegedly 
spent with her and her hus¬ 
band Brian David Mitchell.

Death toil in Indonesia 
expected to top 1,100 


quake Rescue workers 
pulled victims, some 
screaming in pain, from 
the heavy rubble of build¬ 
ings felled by a powerful 
earthquake that a govern¬ 
ment official said killed at 
least 777 people. The UN 
put the death toll at 1,100 
and said it was likely to 
rise. 

The brunt of Wednes¬ 
day’s 7.6-magnitude earth¬ 
quake, which originated 
in the sea off Sumatra is¬ 
land, appeared to have 
been borne by the city of 
Padang, where a govern¬ 
ment official said most 
the deaths occurred. 


The region was jolted by 
another powerful earth¬ 
quake Thursday morning, 
causing damage but no re¬ 
ported fatalities. 

More than 500 buildings 
including hotels, schools, 
hospitals and a mall were 
destroyed or damaged in 
Padang. Thousands of peo¬ 
ple were still believed to 
be trapped in the rubble. 

The government official 
told The Associated Press 
that at least 777 people 
are confirmed to have 
died in the quake, with 
about 2,100 seriously in¬ 
jured.

The deadly words 
“snuffed it” were repeated¬ 
ly used in this book, bring¬ 
ing to mind snuff films of 
which one of the sordid vi¬ 
ral videos actually was. 
When Stanley Kubrick 
turned A Clockwork Or¬ 
ange into a movie in 1971, 
it earned him more than 


four Oscar nominations: 
Controversy exploded in 
England over copycat 
crimes, which led Kubrick 
to withdraw his own film 
from the U.K. 

That was then. Now our 
children are watching real 
snuff. Although we know 
copycat crimes are general¬ 
ly committed by those 
with a histoiy of violence 
and severe mental distur¬ 
bance, why create a milieu 
for such pathologies to 
flourish? 

It’s time for all of us to 


appeal to the timeless con¬ 
science within us amid the 
evolutionary changes of 
our modern virtual world. 
If, collectively, we are in 
danger of losing our con¬ 
science along the frantic 
highway of life, then I 
can’t think of a better rea¬ 
son to risk pulling off to 
the shoulder and recoup¬ 
ing this valuable posses¬ 
sion.

Decision needed for Kelly-Ramsey Blocks

As anyone who works in 
the downtown core knows, 
back in March a fire broke 
out in the Kelly-Ramsey 
Blocks at Rice Howard Way 
and 101A Avenue. 

These conjoined brick 
buildings are two of the old¬ 
est in Edmonton and well- 
known to anyone who ever 
ate in the Bistro Praha. 

I’m sure many Edmonto¬ 
nians miss that restaurant, 
but the loss of a restaurant 
is of much less importance 


to the downtown than pre¬ 
serving these two buildings. 

The Kelly Building was 
built in 1915 and the Ram¬ 
sey Building was joined to it 
in 1927. Given our civic pas¬ 
sion for tearing down build¬ 
ings of historical and archi¬ 
tectural merit, it is a won¬ 
der these two buildings 
have managed to survive as 
long as they have. The ques¬ 
tion now is what is in store 
for them in the future? 

The buildings are still va¬ 
cant and have become a 
huge stain on one of the 
more agreeable areas of the 
downtown. Unfortunately, 
there’s no indication any¬ 
thing is underway that is 
going to change that. This is 
not a good sign. Our recent 
histoiy has shown the city 
has either been unable or 


unwilling to save buildings 
that have suffered similar 
fates. The Arlington Build¬ 
ing is just one such exam¬ 
ple. 

The Arlington was Ed¬ 
monton’s first apartment 
building. It stood at the cor¬ 
ner of 106th Street and 100 
Avenue for almost 100 
years before it was dam¬ 
aged by fire in 2005. Prior 
to the fire, the owner had 
received $375,000 from the 
city in historic grants for 
the rehabilitation of the 
building. 

After a fruitless discus¬ 
sion between the city and 
the owner, it was deter¬ 
mined by the owner’s archi¬ 
tect that the building was 
beyond restoration. This de¬ 
termination led to a long, 
drawn-out confrontation 


between the city and the 
owner. The owner wanted 
to redevelop the site. The 
city wanted the facade re¬ 
tained in any new develop¬ 
ment. The owner said that 
would be too expensive. In 
the end, the city lost the ar¬ 
gument and a building that 
was both a Provincial His¬ 
toric Resource and a Munic¬ 
ipal Historic Resource was 
demolished in 2008. 

One can only hope the 
same fate will not befall the 
Kelly-Ramsey Blocks. Surely 
the city has some means at 
its disposal that can be used 
to kick-start the restoration 
of these two important 
buildings.

nother NHL sea¬

Wayne Gretzky has had 
his fill of living up to our 
expectations of him. Who 
could blame him? What 
was once a joyful expres¬ 
sion of his magical powers 
has become just another 
case file in a bankruptcy 
court. 

How did this happen? 

When Gretzky was an 
Edmonton Oiler no one 
played hockey with his in¬ 
tuition. He was a savant, 
the kind of ethereal being 
who knew how to make all 
the right things happen. 
He was a sorcerer on skates 
who captured our undying 
affection. 

But Gretzky was sold to 
the Los Angeles Kings and 
became the rainmaker for 
an icy game in the dry sun 
belt of America. The ex¬ 
pectation was that he 
could single handedly cul¬ 
tivate a Canadian obses¬ 
sion in a place where few 
knew or cared where Cana¬ 
da was. 

This is where the Great 
One’s powers began to 
elude him. The Kings nev¬ 
er won the Stanley Cup 
and he moved on. Gretzky 
went to St. Louis and New 
York and eventually retired 
after a journey which in¬ 
cluded his ignominious ex¬ 
clusion from a shootout at 
the 1998 Olympics where 


he might have delivered 
Canada the gold medal. 

But we expected that 
Gretzky could, like soccer’s 
Pele, be an ambassadorial 
figure once his playing 
days were done. Wayne 
Gretzky, we thought, could 
be hockey’s wise sage. 

It hasn’t turned out that 
way yet. 

Like many gifted artists, 
he became convinced that 
his abilities could be trans¬ 
ferred from his palate, in 
this case the ice, to the 
boardrooms and eventually 
behind the bench. 

Gretzky did help Canada 
to a gold medal 
at the 20

So once again Wayne 
Gretzky is gone from cen¬ 
tre ice. His reasons are 
probably numerous and 
complex, but one has to be¬ 
lieve he’s dog-tired of try¬ 
ing to live up to our expec¬ 
tations of him.

No one makes awkward 
discomfort as painfully hi¬ 
larious as Ricky Gervais. 
His work in The Office and 
Extras has made him a 
comedy icon, but his alien- 
atingly realistic comedic 
voice has also made him a 
tough sell in Hollywood. 

However he’s too big a 
star for them to ignore, so 
Gervais has managed to 
sneak into Hollywood with 
a pair of high concept 


comedies: Last year’s sadly 
underrated Ghost Town 
and now The Invention Of 
Lying. 

Both are hysterical and 
give Ricky Gervais a 
chance to show off his 
chops to a wider audience, 
even if they don’t quite 
represent the self-titled lit¬ 
tle fat man with the pug- 
nosed face at his best. 

The Invention Of Lying 
is ingeniously simple con¬ 
cept created by unknown 
screenwriter Matthew 
Robinson who enlisted 
Ricky Gervais as close col¬ 
laborator. 

The film takes place in a 
world in which humanity 
hasn’t developed the abili¬ 
ty to lie (e.g., commercials 
involve company employ¬ 
ees begging you to use 
their products). 

Then a sadsack Ricky 
Gervais comes along and 


invents lying. Suddenly 
he’s able to do anything 
because no one doubts his 
lies. It all leads to a satiri¬ 
cal religious allegory when 
Gervais invents the con¬ 
cept of “the man in the 
sky” as a deathbed comfort 
and becomes an accidental 
messiah. 

The movie is silly fun 
with a brain, populated 
with a cast Hollywood 
stars anxious to work with 
Gervais (including Jennifer 
Garner, Tina Fey, Christo¬ 
pher Guest, Edward Nor¬ 
ton and more). 

The concept is smart, 
the laughs are unrelent¬ 
ing, and writers actually 
have something to say be¬ 
yond the jokes. In short, 
the film is about as good as 
mainstream Hollywood 
comedy gets. Sure the love 
story is predictable and 
the movie doesn’t mine

Zombieland does it 
smashingly, offering tons 
of outrageously bloody at¬ 
tacks juxtaposed with a 
central boy-meets -girl sto¬ 
ry that’s as urgent as any¬ 
thing John Hughes penned 
in his prime. 

In a world gone mad, 
eternally nerdy Columbus 
(Jason Eisenberg) has 
learned to survive based 
on a series of self-made 
rules, the likes of which 
are playfully illustrated 
(complete with heaving, 
on screen text) throughout 
the film’s running time. 

While battling his way 
across the living dead lit¬ 
tered landscape, he meets 
leather-clad tough guy Tal¬ 


lahassee (Woody Harrel¬ 
son, miming Clint East- 
wood and John Wayne out¬ 
law cliches to grand ef¬ 
fect), a sexy teenage drifter 
(Emma Stone) and her 
bratty 12-year-old sister 
(Abigail Breslin). 

As the motley crew 
drives their stolen Hum¬ 


mer east toward an aban¬ 
doned theme park that’s 
supposedly zombie free, 
people are double-crossed, 
many cannibal corpses are 
dispatched in disgusting 
ways and sweaty-palmed 
love blossoms. 

Lots of critics are lazily 
comparing this to Simon 


Pegg’s U.K. zom-com Shaun 
of the Dead, but outside of 
the zombie apocalypse an¬ 
gle, the two pics couldn’t be 
more different. Shaun was 
never scary and treated its 
zombies as slapstick fodder 
but in Zombieland, the 
walking (and running, and 
sprinting) dead are truly ter¬ 


rifying and never the source 
of cheap amusement. 

Tight, taught, relentless¬ 
ly violent and gory but nev¬ 
er nihilistic or depressing, 
Zombieland is 82 minutes 
of concentrated, sick, cine¬ 
ma bravado, a flesh-eating, 
lcnee-slapping and nail-bit¬ 
ing good time.

Profession agitator 
Michael Moore is back 
with his patented brand of 
satirical documentary. 
Moore has been cinema’s 
biggest anti-business advo¬ 
cate for 20 years and today 
his reheated opinions are 
more relevant than ever. 

Moore’s rallying cries 
against corporate America’s 
greed and the potential col¬ 
lapse of the U.S. economy 
have proven to be frighten¬ 
ingly true over the last year 
and no one was more quali¬ 
fied to make a film about 
the current recession. It’s 
still Michael Moore and his 
opinionated approach will 
irritate eveiyone who has 
dismissed him before. 

Like all of his previous 
work, Capitalism: A Love 
Story offers audiences an 
episodic analysis of his 
chosen subject. 

Moore combines disturb¬ 
ing footage of families 
forced out of their homes 
(in once case even paid to 


destroy their own belong¬ 
ings), interviews with de¬ 
pressed victims (including a 
woman who discovered her 
husband’s employer cashed 
a massive insurance settle¬ 
ment after his death, but 
shared none of it with the 
family), comedic stunts, 
ironic stock footage, and 
plenty of voiceover to paint 
a disturbing picture of the 
current economic climate. 

It’s easy to criticize the 
film for being scattershot 
and heavily opinionated, 
but that seems unfair. All 
documentaries present the 
filmmaker’s point of view 
(as soon as you bring a cam¬ 
era into a room, you change 
the situation) and at least 
Moore is honest about it. 

His movies are cinematic 
essays exploring specific is¬ 
sues and the techniques 


he’s most heavily criticized 
for are always accepted in 
the printed word. 

Capitalism: A Love Stoiy 
is far from perfect. As a 
filmmaker Michael Moore 
is undeniably indulgent and 
self-aggrandizing, but that’s 
just to be expected at this 
point. The bottomline is 
that he was able to take a 
fairly dry economic analysis 
and transform it into a 
movie that is hilarious, 
compelling, entertaining, 
touching, and vital. 

Given the depressed state 
of the global economy, 
someone had to make a 
movie about it and no one 
could have done it better.

The concert has always 
been overshadowed by 
the fight, but Soul Power 
rescues the event from 
unjustified obscurity, edit¬ 
ing together hundreds of 
hours of footage into one 
soul-filled cinematic spec¬ 
tacle. 

The movie is directed by 
Jeffrey Ley-Hinte, who pre¬ 
sumably stumbled on the 
concert footage while he 
was working as an editor 
on When We Were Kings. 
Cameras covered all as¬ 
pects of the festival, from 
the complicated planning, 
to the joyous flight the 
musicians made to Africa, 
to the concert itself. 

The musical performanc¬ 
es by the likes of James 
Brown, B.B. King, Bill 
Withers, Miram Malceba, 
and Celia Cruz are as im¬ 
pressive as you’d imagine, 
with all the musicians 
working at the peak of 
their powers.

From this empathetic, 
even-handed starting point, 
Whip It skates briskly 
through its crowd-pleasing 
paces. Page is less man¬ 
nered than usual, and Kris¬ 
ten Wiig, Juliette Lewis and 
Barrymore herself con¬ 
tribute vivid, funny turns as 
the veteran skater girls who 
teach her the tricks of the 
trade. 

Barrymore has chosen 


her technical collaborators 
well, especially editor Dylan 
Tichenor. And she’s got an 
ear for good — as opposed 
to really irritating — pop 
music: The hipster-friendly 
soundtrack peaks with the 
use of Jens Lekmans’ ecstat¬ 
ic Your Arms Around Me 
over top of what may be the 
fall’s sexiest love scene.

The Resistance grows 

New album from U.K.'s Muse tops charts in 15 countries

When Christopher 
Wolstenholme answers 
the phone, he’s noticeably 
excited. Muse’s bassist just 
found out that his group’s 
new album, The 
Resistance, topped the 
charts in 15 countries, in¬ 
cluding Canada. 

“This was totally unex¬ 
pected,” he says, still 
shocked by the news. 

Hitting number one in so 
many places is a challenge 
for any band, but for Muse, 
whose epic blend of grand 
guitars and over-the-top 
electronics isn’t the most 
mainstream stuff, it’s been 
even more difficult. 

Wolstenholme thinks 
that people finally under¬ 
stand the band. “A lot of 
people who listened to our 
past albums felt there was 
too much on them and they 
went in many different di¬ 


rections,” he reveals. “But 
people know what they’re 
getting now.” 

And what they’re getting 
is even more outlandish 
this time around. While the 
album is mostly filled with 
complex keys, soaring 
Bono-lilce vocals and chug¬ 
ging riffs, the last three 
tracks are, literally, a sym¬ 
phony. 

Titled Exogenesis, this 
three-part song collection 
sounds like a sci-fi sympho¬ 
ny, complete with strings, 
piano and weird electro 
sounds. It’s surprisingly in¬ 
fectious — lead singer 
Matthew Bellamy sounds 
like a cross between Roger 
Waters and Thom Yorke — 
and while it’s definitely 
grand, it’s not as bloated as 
you might think. 

“Initially I was like, ‘what 
is this,”’ says Wolsten¬ 
holme. “It wasn’t until the 
end that I understood what 
we were doing. It was up to 
us to trust that Matt had a 


vision for it. But it turned 
out great — it’s sometimes 
the stuff that’s more chal¬ 
lenging that works the 
best.” 

Part of the bassist’s skep¬ 
ticism likely came from the 
fact that this wasn’t a song 
meant for a band. Wolsten¬ 
holme says that while 
they’ve used strings before, 
if you took the extra instru¬ 
ments away the tracks 
could always be played as a 
three-piece. 

“It wasn’t like that with 
the symphony,” he ex¬ 
plains. “The band is almost 
secondary — you can take 
us away and the song would 
still work.” 

Besides being ambitious 
with their music, the band’s 


lyrics are some of the most 
intriguing of their career. 
Themes include political 
change, constitutional re¬ 
form, and revolution. 
There’s also a love story 
running through the disc. 

The tracks aren’t preachy, 
but Wolstenholme admits 
it’s impossible not to be in¬ 
fluenced by politics. 

“With 24 hour news 
channels, it’s hard to avoid 
political images,” he says. 
“But the way Matt played it 
this time was as an emo¬ 
tional response to political 
events rather than being 
political.

N ick Cave 

sprawls out on 
the leather 

couch in my of¬ 
fice in his be¬ 
spoke Savile Row suit. 
Sans the moustache, he 
looks a lot less intimidat¬ 
ing than I thought he 
would. I can relax a little. 

Cave, the balladeer 
leader of the Birthday Par¬ 
ty, the Bad Seeds and Grin- 
derman, is also a prolific 
writer, having penned 
screenplays (including the 
rejected Gladitor II, which 
he wrote at the request of 
his friend, Russell Crowe), 
various essays and two 
novels. He’s here to talk 
about the second one. 

“(The Death of Bunny 
Munro) was a screenplay. 
John Hillcoat [Nick’s direc¬ 
tor friend] wanted a small 
English film about a travel¬ 
ling salesman. So I went 
away with that and came 
back a couple of weeks lat¬ 
er with a script — and it 
never got made. But I real¬ 
ly loved the story, so I 
thought, ‘Why not make it 
into a novel?”’ 

Bunny, our, er, hero, is a 
man of, um, appetites and, 
as Nick says, “pursues 
them with conviction.” Af¬ 
ter his wife commits sui¬ 
cide whilst he’s out philan¬ 
dering, Bunny plunges into 
even greater self-destruc¬ 
tion while also trying to 
care for his nine-year-old 
son, the very brave Bunny 
Jr. Things do not go well. 
Everything is written in 
present tense to enhance 
Bunny’s spiral towards his 


inevitable doom. 

The story and its charac¬ 
ters are profane and ex¬ 
tremely funny (except 
maybe to Avril Lavigne; 
you’ll have to read the 
book to understand why). 
The dialogue is something 
you might hear late at 
night from road-weary 
rock musicians on a tour 
bus. In fact, that’s where 
much of the book was writ¬ 
ten, between shows on a 
Bad Seeds tour. The entire 
first chapter was written 
on an iPhone. Everything 
else was written in long- 
hand. 

“The delete key is dan¬ 
gerous,” Nick says, “I gave 
up writing on a computer 
altogether because of the 
delete key because I would 
write a song that I thought 
it was good. The next day 
I’d be in a bad mood and 
just ... delete. I’ve lost so 
much that way.” 

The book is also avail¬ 
able as a fascinating 
iPhone app and a couple of 
audio books. The super¬ 
deluxe version not only 
features Nick reading the 
book but elaborate scoring 
and production. Listen to it 
on headphones in the dark 
and the 3-D effects are al¬ 
most hallucinatory.

courts A former prosecutor 
says he made up a story he 
told a film crew about advis¬ 
ing a judge handling Roman 
Polanski’s sex case to send 
the director to prison. 

In Roman Polanski: Want¬ 
ed and Desired, David F. 
Wells is depicted as confer¬ 
ring with a trial judge more 
than 30 years ago about 
Polanski’s case. Wells said in 
the documentaiy that the 
judge took his advice in de¬ 
ciding to renege on a plea 
bargain and give Polanski ad¬ 
ditional prison time. 

“I made that up to make 
the stuff look better,” Wells 
said. 

He also said he overstated 
his actions after being told 
the film would air in France, 
not the United States. The 
film aired on HBO. 

Wells’ statement on the 
documentaiy later became 
part of the basis for a move 
by Polanski’s attorneys to 
dismiss the case against the 
fugitive director, who was ar¬ 
rested in Switzerland on Sat¬ 
urday. 

In France, several govern¬ 
ment officials who had ini¬ 
tially rushed to Polanski’s de¬ 
fence were being more cau¬ 
tious on Thursday, stressing 
that the renowned filmmak¬ 
er is not above the law. 

Wells, who retired more 
than two years ago, did not 
handle Polanski’s case but 
was assigned to the court¬ 
room where it was heard 
and had frequent interac¬ 
tions with the now-deceased 
trial judge Laurence J. Ritten- 
band. 

“They interviewed me in 
the Malibu courthouse when 
I was still a DA, and I embel¬ 
lished a story,” Wells said

about the film crew in an in¬ 
terview with The Associated 
Press Wednesday. “I’m a guy 
who cuts to the chase — I 
lied. It embarrasses the hell 
of me.” 

Wells said he was sorry 
about making the comments 
for the documentaiy. “I cost 
the DA’s office a lot of money 
and aggravation over this,” 
Wells said. 

Polanski was accused of 
plying a 13-year-old girl with 
champagne and part of a 
Quaalude during a model¬ 
ling shoot in 1977 and raping 
her. He was initially indicted 
on six felony counts, includ¬ 
ing rape by use of drugs, 
child molesting and sodomy. 

He pleaded guilty to the 
lesser charge of unlawful 
sexual intercourse; in ex¬ 
change, the remaining 
charges were dropped, and 
the judge agreed to send 
Polanski to prison for a 90- 
day psychiatric evaluation. 

But Polanski was released 
after 42 days and fled the 
country for France before 
sentencing after the judge re¬ 
portedly told lawyers he 
planned to add more prison 
time.

This Notice advises Class Members of a conditional certification and 
settlement of a class action lawsuit regarding alleged sexual abuse by priests in 
the Diocese of Antigonish (the “Diocese”). The action is referred to as Martin 
v. Lahey et al., Hfx. No. 297827 in the Supreme Court of Nova Scotia 
(the “Action”) 

WHO IS INCLUDED IN THE SETTLEMENT? 

All persons who were sexually assaulted by any priest of the Catholic 
Episcopal Corporation of Antigonish between January 1, 1950, and the date 
of certification, September 10, 2009, including the Estates of all such persons 
now deceased. 

WHAT ARE THE TERMS OF THE SETTLEMENT? 

The settlement creates a fund of up to $12 million (“Settlement Fund”) to pay 
compensation to eligible Class Members, a fund of $1 million (“Expense 
Fund”) to pay the expenses of the settlement, and a fund to pay certain 
claimant’s costs (“Costs Fund”). In order to be considered for compensation, 
Class Members must file a completed Claim Form with Diocese Counsel on 
or before March 10, 2010. Class members may be required to be evaluated 
by a neutral medical expert. If both parties agree, a claim may be settled 
without a hearing. Otherwise, the claim will be adjudicated by a retired judge 
of the Supreme Court of Nova Scotia at a private and confidential hearing. 
The claim can include compensation for pain and suffering, and wage loss 
up to certain limits. The Diocese will pay successful claimants certain amounts 
for costs of (1) necessary counseling, and (2) pursuing a successful claim.

Jackson was in 
good health: 
autopsy report 

Michael Jackson’s arms 
were covered with 
punctures, his face and 
neck were scarred and he 
had tattooed eyebrows 
and lips, but he wasn’t the 
sickly skeleton of a man 
portrayed by tabloids, ac¬ 
cording to his autopsy re¬ 
port obtained by The Asso¬ 
ciated Press. 

In fact, the Los Angeles 
County coroner’s report 
shows Jackson was a fairly 
healthy 50-year-old before 
he died of an overdose. His 
136-pound weight was in 
the acceptable range for a 
5-foot-9 man. His heart was 
strong with no sign of 
plaque buildup. And his 
kidneys and most other 
major organs were normal. 

Still, Jackson had health 
issues: arthritis in the low¬ 
er spine and some fingers, 
and mild plaque buildup in 
his leg arteries. Most seri¬ 
ously, he had chronic in¬ 
flammation of his lungs 
and they had reduced ca¬ 
pacity, which might have 
left him short of breath. 

However, according to 
the document, the lung 
condition was not serious 
enough to be a direct or 
contributing cause of 
death. 

“His overall health was 
fine,” said Dr. Zeev Kain, 
chairman of the anesthesi¬ 
ology department at the 
University of California, 
Irvine, who reviewed a 
copy of the autopsy report 
for the AP. “The results are 
within normal limits.” 

Kain was not involved in 
the autopsy. The fall autop¬ 
sy report has not been re¬ 
leased publicly. 

Jackson died at his rent¬ 
ed Los Angeles mansion 
June 25 after his personal 
physician, Dr. Conrad Mur¬ 
ray, administered the anes¬ 
thetic propofol and two 
other sedatives to get the 
insomniac to sleep, court 
documents state. 

Propofol, normally a sur¬ 
gical anesthetic used in op¬ 
erating rooms, acts as a 
respiratory depressant and 
requires constant monitor¬ 
ing.

“I don’t see myself as a 
tyrant. Benevolent dictator 
is more like it.” That’s how 
Joel Gibb of The Hidden 
Cameras describes his role 
as the band’s leader and 
founder. 

Since forming the band 
in 2001, Gibb has been 
known as a meticulous col¬ 
laborator who’s had any 
number of artists and mu¬ 
sicians add to his ornate 
musical tapestry. 

The way he sees it, every¬ 
one he works with has a 
sense of what it takes to be 
a Hidden Camera. “I do 
have specific ideas about 
the production and prolif¬ 
eration of my music, but 
anyone involved knows 
and respects that,” adds 
Gibb. “There is no creative 
struggle with anyone in 
the band — except maybe 
myself. So when we come 


together people are happy 
and expecting some direc¬ 
tion from me.” 

On the fifth Hidden 
Cameras full-length al¬ 
bum, Gibb and his current 
cast of contributors have 
shaken up the foundation 
of their trademark orches¬ 
tral pop. While he says 
that the album wasn’t 
recorded “any differently 
than other albums,” Ori- 
gin:Orphan marks a signif¬ 
icant shift in the band’s 
sound beginning with the 
extended hum that opens 
first track Ratify the New. 

“I think there is a diversi¬ 
ty of tone and mood that 
has yet to appear on previ¬ 
ous records,” Gibb explains. 
“There are some dark mo¬ 
ments, some eastern 
flavour, the feeling of a jour¬ 
ney. I wanted to let each 
song develop on their own.” 

Gibb says this was a result 
of acting more on impulse 
instead of laying it all out in 
advance. “This record was a 


lot less premeditated then 
past records. I didn’t start at 
a certain point with a specif¬ 
ic plan.” 

This spontaneity allowed 


The Hidden Cameras to 
take chances with some of 
the creative decisions. Al¬ 
though the hooks and har¬ 
monies are still alive and 


well, the title track, for in¬ 
stance, has much in com¬ 
mon with the brooding 
electronic rock of latter 
day Depeche Mode, and 


the synthesized Underage 
takes its cue from the 
trendy Afro-pop influence 
of Paul Simon’s Graceland. 

For Gibb, it was all a 
matter of self-gratification.
